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Biographies 


ELIZABETH MCDONALD, soprano 

Soprano Elizabeth McDonald is having a diverse career as 
a performer and teacher. As a young artist with both the 
Santa Fe Opera and the Canadian Opera Company, Elizabeth 
understudied and performed a number of major roles. She 
has appeared with the National Ballet Orchestra, the Canadian 
Opera Company Orchestra and the Kingston Symphony, and 
is a regular recitalist. The 2016-17 season will see Elizabeth 
present recitals at the University of Toronto, Bimiji State 
University, Lethbridge University, St. George’s Cathedral in 
Kingston, and the Quinte Society for Chamber Music. Oratorio 
work includes the soprano soloist in Mozart’s Requiem. 

A voice instructor at the University of Toronto, Elizabeth’s 
students have won major national and international awards 
including the Metropolitan Opera National Council Competition, 
the Canadian Opera Company Centre Stage Competition, and 
the Eckhardt-Grammatte Competition. 

Elizabeth was selected as a 2012 National Association 
of Teachers of Singing (NATS) Intern Teaching Program 
participant. She has served as an adjudicator 
for major voice festivals across Canada and is the past- 
president of the Ontario Chapter of NATS and co-founder of the 
website ArtSongFinder.com. 

Elizabeth holds a Master of Music from the Eastman School 
of Music and a Bachelor of Music in Performance from the 
University of Toronto. She lives in Prince Edward County, 
Ontario, with her husband and two children. 

PETER STOLL, clarinet 

Known for his virtuoso energy on stage, creative musical 
arrangements and entertaining way of speaking with the 
audience, Peter Stoll is one of Canada’s most innovative and 
versatile clarinetists. He was a prizewinner in the International 
Clarinet Society Competition, and also Solo Clarinetist with the 
World Orchestra of Jeunesses Musicales in Berlin and Vienna. 

A graduate of the Faculty of Music, University of Toronto, he 
received his Master’s of Music degree in Performance from 
Indiana University. 

Peter has been guest soloist with orchestras in Canada and the 
United States, and performed internationally in Japan, Russia 
and across Europe. In October of 2014 Peter travelled to three 
cities in China on a new music exchange with conservatories 
there, organized by the University of Toronto. 

Principal Clarinetist of the former Toronto Philharmonia for 
10 years, Peter continues to play all members of the clarinet 
and saxophone family with many regional ensembles. Peter 
teaches clarinet, chamber music, performance studies and The 
Business of Music at the Faculty of Music, University of Toronto. 
He is also a member of the Royal Conservatory of Music’s 
National College of Examiners, and is much sought after as 
an adjudicator at music festivals across the country. Peter is 
an endorsing artist for D’Addario Woodwinds Canada, and his 
website is www.peterstoll.ca. 


ACHILLES LIARMAKOPOULOS, trombone 

Achilles Liarmakopoulos is the trombonist of the legendary 
Canadian Brass. He holds degrees from the Yale University 
School of Music, Curtis Institute of Music, San Francisco 
Conservatory and the Philippos Nakas Conservatory in his 
hometown of Athens, Greece. 

Achilles has toured extensively throughout North America, 
Europe and Asia, performing and educating in the world’s most 
important venues and institutions. Upon completion of his 
studies, he won the position of principal trombone of the Greek 
Radio Symphony Orchestra. As a recitalist, Achilles has 
performed in China, across Europe, Panama and the US, 
having been awarded honors at competitions around the globe. 

At the age of 18, he gave two solo performances at Walt Disney 
Hall as the Grand Prize Winner of the Pasadena Showcase 
House Instrumental Competition. He has gone on to win many 
international prizes and solo competitions since. Achilles was 
also awarded the Alexandras S. Onassis Foundation and Greek 
State Scholarship Foundation educational scholarships. 

His discography includes 3 solo albums, 5 albums with the 
Canadian Brass and numerous appearances on classical, 
pop, Latin, and other albums. Achilles occasionally tours with 
the world renowned Pink Martini and is an adjunct trombone 
professor at Brooklyn College at CUNY University in New York. 

KATHRYN TREMILLS, piano 

Dr. Kathryn Tremills has been described by the press as “a 
brilliant pianist”, “a performer of amazing technical artistry and 
mature virtuosity” and ‘‘a remarkably perceptive and gifted 
musician.” She is in great demand as a performer, coach, 
teacher and adjudicator. Kathryn holds a doctorate from the 
University of Michigan and is an alumnus of the Eastman School 
of Music, University of Colorado at Boulder and University of 
Toronto. Pianists with whom Kathryn has worked represent a 
virtual who's-who of piano pedagogues, including Martin Katz, 
Angela Cheng, Dr. NelitaTrue, Marietta Orlov, Gwen Beamish 
and Shirley Hawkins. 

In addition to performing on numerous concert series including 
the Ottawa Chamber Music Festival, Off Centre Music Salon, 
Canadian Art Song Project, Richard Bradshaw Amphitheatre 
Thursday Noon Concerts and Pro Musica Detroit, Kathryn has 
been on the musical staff at the Canadian Opera Company. 
Twice a Canada Council Grant recipient, she has also appeared 
as a soloist with numerous orchestras in North America, 
including premiering a piano concerto written for her by 
Canadian composer Andrew Ager. 

Kathryn is a Sessional Lecturer at the University of Toronto. In 
summers she is a faculty member of the Centre for Opera in 
Sulmona, Italy (COSI) and Canadian Operatic Arts Academy 
(COAA). Kathryn resides in Toronto with her husband, Bass- 
Baritone Giles Tomkins and their son Benjamin.
